NEW YORK, Jan. 27.—"Man not 


woman Is responsible for the organ- 
ized criminal social evil in this coun- 
try," is the opinion of ,John "D. Rocke- 
feller Jr. »"It is a man's business, run 
for profit and the profit is large." 


These views 
are 
expressed in a 
statement made public by Rockefel- 
ler today, giving- further details of the 
aims of the bureau of social hygiene 
through which Rockefeller and other 
philanthropists hope to attack 
and 


alleviate conditions which he consid- 
ers "the greatest single menace to the 
perpetuation of the human race." 


"The idea of establishing- a perma- 
nent organization to co-operate -with 
the social evil in this city," says the 
statement, "was the outgrowth of^ my 
service of six months as foreman* of 
the 'white slave' grand jury'appointed 
In New York City at the beginning of 
•t9fO'r-'-I"came at"that-time to realize 
the extent and horror of hte evil an<3 
to believe that It constituted one 
of 


the great and vital evil problems oi 
the day.

"In the judgment of eminent med-

The civil service commission may see 


fit to fill the position of purchasing agent 
with a man who shall bo made eligible* 
by formal examination and certification, 
In which case Nelson would bo aaked to 
take an examination or_ allow himself to 
be transferred.

Officer. 


Fixing an elsht-hour day for children 


under eighteen who 
work, 
preventing 


children under twelve from selling gum. 
matches, papers, etc., on th? streets, and 
making the child labor law more elastic 
and 
reasonable 
for 
children 
between 


twelve and fifteen, were changes in the 
present child-labor law advocated yes- 
terday by Probation Officer Christopher 
Ruess, in an address In recognition of 
Child Labor Sunday, before the Religious 
Study Class of tha Unitarian church. 


"The law does not and will not pro- 


hibit the employment of children of any 
age of school -hours In reasonable chores 
or work of a domestic or agricultural 
character, by which spending money may 
be earned. But it should absolutely pro- 
hibit mere infants and children under 
twelve from besging under tha pretense 
of selling on the city streets, which are 
not the proper place for the moral educa- 
tion of a child of that age," said the pro- 
bation officer. 


"The present law Is absurd as to chil- 


dren twelve to fifteen in some instances. 
Tha child 
who Is a graduate 
of the 


eighth grade, over, twelve and under fif- 
teen, should be allowed to work at a 
suitable occupation, if desired, and to do 
so legally, without any official conniving 
in the violation of law. Moreover, the 
child ordered out of 'school for eye trou- 
ble, 
or nervous trouble, or illness, but by 


its physician deemed better off for suit- 
able physical labor, would be permitted 
to work. 


"To 
prevent an abuse 
of the law, 


which might come by making It more 
reasonable, all permits should be subject 
to revocation by the state labor commis- 
sioner, when, they appear to have been 
recklessly issued. As child labor laws 
are a correlative of compulsory education 
laws, all permits should be issued by the 
school attendance officers,' and should be 
taken out of, the hands of the probation 
officers and the judges of the Juvenile 
Court where they do not belong." , 


A bill along these lines has been pre- 


pared after months of study by the Social 
Workers Club of Central California, and 
is in the hands of Mrs. C. M. "Wteyman, 
secretary of the Juvenile Protective As- 
sociation of San Francisco, for presenta- 
tion at the present legislature.

FOR PARCEL POST 


Plans of Many Public Buildings 


in United States Must be 


Changed. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 
27—To pro- 


vide adequate space for handling par- 
cel post business it will be necessary 
to -revise the plans of many public 
buildings in which post offices are 
located and negotiations to this end 
already have been Instituted by Post- 
master 
General 
Hitchcock. 
The 


postmaster general Invited yesterday 
the supervising architect of the treas- 
ury, and his assistants to co-operate 
In the matter with building commit- 
tee ot the post office department and 
the special parcel post committee. 


At present 174 public buildings are 


under contract and appropriations for 
233 additional have been made 
by 


congress. 
They approximate In cost 


$60,000,000. The plans foe the build- 
Ings have been prepared -without re- 
gard for the needs of the parcels po'rt 
system and It Is now essential that 
changes < be made in their construc- 
tion in order that the increased vol- 
ume of mail may be handled.

According to public announcement the' Oakland, Antioch and 


Eastern electric railway will -be in operation between Oakland 
and Sacramento in July. The line opens new territory which is 
geographically tributary to Oakland where its bay shore terminal 
is located. The fertile Moraga and San Ramon valleys, compris- 
ing the most productive lands in Contra Costa county, are trav- 
ersed by it 
These valleys have been hitherto practically 


inaccessible and, owing to the lack of rail communication, have 
been as backward in settlement and development as the remoter 
and most neglected sections.of the state. While capable of sup- 
porting a large agricultural population, they have'-remained up to 
the present time sparsely settled and of minor interest from an 
agricultural standpoint, being devoted chiefly to the raising of 
cattle and other farm products which could be transported on 
the hoof or otherwise cheaply to market. Natural conditions 
have developed in them small rural communities whose, environ- 
ments have not been conducive to the awakening of that progres- 
sive spirit which is characteristic of, modern times. 


Moreover, large areas of the most fertile sections of these se- 


cluded valleys have been held in private ownership and their status 
and uses retained, in a very broad sense, to what they were when 
the Spanish grants were issued before the American occupation 
af California. In fact, the Moraga and San Ramon valleys com- 
prise almost if not quite the last section of California to witness 
the extinguishment of the Spanish grant condition and submit 
to modern development. Now that they axe about to be tapped 
by a modern electric railway, system, giving a direct outlet to the 
seaboard and a short-cut connection with the most densely pop- 
ulated territory in the state, it is reasonable to expect that a mar- 
velous change will follow. 


Oakland being the bay-shore terminus of the new line, it should 


logically be likewise the greater gainer, in a commercial sense, 
from the developments which are sure to follow the opening of 
the road to traffic. The coming event is certainly a golden op- 
portunity to Oakland merchants. They have the first, the quick- 
est, the surest and the most economical call on the trade. Pre- 
sumptively they are not blind to ^he opportunity. They possess 
an advantage-over ail competitors to secure permanently the 
valuable trade which the opening, up of the rich interior valleys 
of Contra Cos.ta will create through the dismemberment of the 
old Spanish grants and their subdivision into small tracts occupied 
and intensively cultivated, as they will be, by a progressive and 
enterprising class of rural and suburban home-makers. 


We are evidently on the eve of an. era in suburban development 


in Contra Costa county which will be a duplicate ,of that which 
has occurred in the rich valleys tributary to Los Angeles and con- 
tributed so much to-the wealth and prosperity of that city. There 
is no danger of anyone being too optimistic on that score, for 
the - valleys lying east of .the range pierced by the new electric 
railway have many advantages, climatic and otherwise, for per- 
manent settlement and suburban home-building which the terri- 
tory tributary to Los Angeles does not possess. 


The opening of the new railway to Sacramento . will also 


make available to commercial exploitation by Oakland merchants 
a«vast amount "of "new territory in the lower'Sacramento valley 
which has heretofore been unavailable owing to.the absence of 
rapid transit facilities. The natural channel for -thetrade; ;.pf 
this territory leads directly to "this city, and.if-timeiis/.takeniiby 
the forelock.and the right promotion methods are employed,Oak- 
land will secure it, as it undoubtedly should."

Striking a Blow at Gold Dredging. 


If the bill introduced by Senator Kehoe of Humboldt county to 


place the industry of; dredging for gold in California under the 


• control of a Water Commission, which the State Legislature 
proposes to create,, is intended to suppress the industry by pro- 
hibitive provisions, it may be classed at the outstart as one of 
those vicious measures which _crop up in every legislative ses- 
sion against certain special commercial and, industrial interests 
contributing material benefits to the state at. large and which 
are inspired by questionable motives, and as such it should be 
permitted to die on the files. Such measures are usually killed 
in the early stages of legislative procedure. Once in a while, how- 
ever, one slips through and the antagonisms excited thereby give 
endless and costly trouble to those most directly concerned. Leg- 
islative correspondents .intimate very plainly that the purpose of 
the Kehoe bill is to prohibit gold-dredging in California. 
* 


During the past ten or twelve years dredging tor gold in this 


state has developed into a great mining industry: -.-It contributes 
at least one-fourth of the.state's gold output.'-"Last year Cali- 
fornia stood at the head of the list of gold-producing states .and 
territories on the continent with an output of approximately 
$20,000,000 in virgin gold. The.gold recovered by dredging in 
the auriferous streams was obtained from a source inaccessible 
to any other method of mining and with the least off ense to any 
industry antagonized by mining operations in any form. 


That the Kehoe bill is aimed at the dredging operations con- 


ducted on the lower reaches of the Feather, Yuba and American 
rivers is not concealed. Millions of dollars have been invested 
in the plants at work on these streams. Gold-bearing land lin- 
ing their banks have been bought outright by the dredging com- 
panies. The title is vested in them in fee simple. Dredging op- 
erations in the streams and their banks and the deposit of the 
resultant debris are under the control of the California Debris 
Commission, a joint state and federal organization. The dredging 
companies' .operations are conducted under strict regulations 
which protect the interests of the farmers in the valleys and also 


. liic littyigali'oii of the o'tieamo. Whenever and wherever either 
has been menaced the dredging companies have been required to 
reform their methods and have promptly conformed with the 
commission's instructions. 


It is admitted by the most competent authorities that dredg- 


ing for gold on the Feather and Yuba rivers has been an aid to 
their navigation and also to that o£ the Sacramento river. The 
charge that the industry is a menace to navigation and to the 
floor lands of the central valley from floods, which applied effec- 


rthrely to hydraulic mining through the choking of the beds of the 
Streams with debris, is, therefore, untenable. 


It was charged in the eariy history of gold dredging on the 


Feather river that valuable agricultural land was being destroyed 
and the agricultural interests of future generations were being 
sacrificed through the dredging of tracts along the banks prev- 
iously devoted to fruit growing in the neighborhood of Biggs and 
Reaving in the wake ef the dredging machines barren banks of 
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cobble stones. This objection has been overcome, partially at 
east, by the dredging companies themselves, through the erec- 
ion of mammoth stone crushers and the profitable conversion, of 
the cobble stone heaps into material of commercial value for road 
macadam and concrete construction. And .the land thus cleared 
of the cobbles and. reduced to a common level has been restored 
by the dredging companies to agricultural uses by the planting of 
fruit-bearing trees thereon. 
The experiments, made show that 


the trees thrive luxuriantly in the new soil in which they are 
rooted. 
. . . 


It ought to be plain, therefore, to every, intelligent and disin- 


terested citizen that dredging for gold is not, in any sense, an 
industry destructive to the agricultural interests of the state, for, 
from the benches turned over by it to win the gold in the gravel 
deposits underlying them is produced directly in the wake of the 
dredging operations a valuable commercial asset and, following 
its utilization, the property is left as available as it was origi- 
nally for agricultural uses. The land being, moreover, owned in 
fee by the dredging corporations, it is not clear what jurisdiction 
the state can exercise over it. Any legislation which proposes 
to prohibit dredging private property and the beds of a stream 
bordering -on it and thereby improving its navigability, must 
manifestly be intrusive and objectionable and an unwarranted 
encroachment on property rights.

lunged, narrow-chested girl has escaped tuberculosis by the 
development of the chest muscles and extension of the breath- 
ing capacity. Many painful and incipient cases of kidney dis- 
eases have been checked and possibly cured by the deep 
breathing exercise which expands the muscles and tendons 
and gives strength to -every nerve in the human body. Like 
the fuel put into the firebox of an engine to pi-oduce steam, 
you must turn on the drafts or it will not burn. Your breath 
is the draft; turn it on in full force, burn your fuel, raise your 
steam and the wheels will begin to turn. Learn to draw a full, 
deep breath instead of the little catchy breaths you have been 
taking by lifting the chest and shoulders, in that way only fitt- 
ing the apex of the lungs without expanding the more vital 
portion at the base. Eat what you like and abundantly, then 
turn on the drafts of correct breathing, thus furnishing with 
inhalation the oxygen so purifying to the blood, while the 
vigorous diaphragmatic expansion and contraction act like a 
churn on the inactive stomach and liver, compelling them to 
perform their offices. After six weeks of vigorous practicing 
of the breathing and physical exercises and acquiring a correct 
carriage and posture you will begin to gain. It is a positive 
cure from serious illness to know how to live and breathe cor- 
rectly. 


Enough has been said of the want of fresh air and sunshine 


_in women's lives to last the century for all the heed the sex 
give to it. If women will live fifteen hours a day in apart- 
ments where the sun seldom enters and take their only out of 
door recreation shopping in over-heated stores, the skin will 
become anemic, lose its functions and grow pallid, dead and 
full of wrinkles, which form most in dull flesh. If they would 
only be sure to sit in sunny windows and keep the rooms well- 
aired the dial would turn back at least ten years out of forty. 
I hope that they will reach this wisdom in this generation, but 
most women task themselves too hard to keep young. Many 
women at 28 have three or four children, go into society, at- 
end dinners, luncheons, dancing parties, keep house and sit up 
nights with sick children.
